In the March issue of BUTANE-PRO- 
PANE News, you gave an answer to 
J.H.L., of Kentucky, on injection of 
alcohol into containers that had been 
filled with gas. 

A very simple and inexpensive way 
of handling alcohol injection is to 
take a short piece of 2” or 3” pipe, 
with a globe valve on one end and the 
Rego No. 3118 unloading adapter on 
the other. Attach to filler valve of 
tank with unloading valve closed and 
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LETTERS 


globe valve open, pour alcohol in pipe 
through globe valve, close the globe 
valve and open the unloading adapter 
valve. The gas from the tank will 
raise into the pipe, equalizing pres- 
sure, permitting the alcohol to flow 
by gravity into the tank or container. 
Close the unloader valve, open the 
globe valve to release gas pressure in 
pipe. Remove from tank and the job 
is complete. 

Time required—5 minutes. Cost— 
the price of the alcohol plus the small 
amount of gas left in pipe.

Gentlemen: 


Please advise if you have any in- 
formation or literature on installa- 
tions for motor courts. Recently we 
installed a system for a motor court, 
using a 1114-gal. underground stor- 
age tank and running %-in. line for 
our main supply and %-in. branch- 
ing off to each unit or cabin. In the 
cabins we placed vented heaters rang- 
ing from 20,000 to 30,000 Btu input 
ratings. 

There were 13 units heated in this 
manner. The hot water is supplied by 
a 100-gal. booster water heater, 65,- 
000-Btu rating, with a 315-gal. stor- 
age tank mounted alongside. In the 
office and living quarters a 65,000- 
Btu vented circulating heater, gas 
refrigerator, bath room heater and 
range are used. 

The cabins are of solid concrete. 
The walls are 35” thick and the 
ceiling is plastered. The floor is hard- 
wood and has a sub-floor, but no in- 
sulation material has been used in the 
walls or ceiling. The inside dimen- 
sions of the cabins are 12’ by 14’ and 
the office and living quarters are 26’ 
by 28’, with an 8’ ceiling throughout. 

During the extremely cold weather, 
which seldom fell as low as zero and 
to 10° above, the room temperature 
of the cabins would not reach a com- 
fortable degree. In testing the line 
pressure in the cabins a %-oz. pres- 
sure drop was recorded in the full- 
load and no-load tests. 

We are at a loss as to whether the 
heat is being lost through the walls 
and ceiling, into the vent, or if the 
appliances are generating enough. 
We believe our installation is in order 
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and that enough heat is being pro- 
duced but is not being kept in the 
cabins. 

Fuel consumption averaged about 
1100 gallons per month, which seemed 
to be somewhat high, and the owner 
of the court is under the impression 
that this is too great, considering the 
fact that at times the cabins were not 
warm enough.

The question of sizing heaters for winter 
air conditioning is one that has been given 
much study. Building construction has a great 
deal to do with the results obtained. 

We have made some quick calculations which 
indicate a possible heat load of over 30,000 
Btu per cabin with zero temperature. Figuring 
20% efficiency for vented type heaters, it 
would indicate that the units are undersized 
for the conditions existing. 

We refer you to “Winter Air Conditioning 
and Forced Warm Air Heating” by S. Konzo, 
published by the National Warm Air Heating 
and Air Conditioning Association of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, for detailed information on space 
heating.—Ed.

Gentlemen: 

Since the war we have installed on 
our systems about two carloads of au- 
tomatic gas water heaters of different 
makes and recovery capacities. We 
note with much concern that a few of 
each type consume so much more gas 
than others of the same type. 

Other dealers that we come in con- 
tact with have the same experience 
and have not found the answer to the 
problem, after having run down gen- 
erally known causes. As this is of vi- 
tal concern to the LP-Gas industry 
and to the manufacturers of auto- 
matic gas water heaters, it would 
seem that there may be some compre- 
hensive manual or book on the sub- 
ject to completely enlighten us. 

One thing we want to get sound 
knowledge on is the effect of draft on 
consumption or performance. It is 
reasonable to suppose that excessive 
draft will create an excessive water 
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cooling condition during standby peri- 
ods. We have been unable to find out 
from any source the allowable draft 
range ahead of and behind the draft 
diverter, for efficiency. Blowers and 
oil burners increase draft materially, 
when in operation, and may adversely 
affect gas water heater consumption 
when vented to the same flue. Please 
guide us.

There is no reason why identical makes and 
models of water heaters should not, under the 
same condition of operation and installation, 
give the same results on recovery and fuel 
consumption. 

It is entirely possible that the results will 
vary due to method of installation, venting 
and differences in hot water piping system. 
Water heaters that have been in operation 
some length of time will show different results 
due to quality of water, operating tempera- 
tures, frequency of tank draining, and other 
factors that will vary the amount of liming 
up or scale deposit on the interior heating 
surfaces, 

Excessive draft definitely will cause addi- 
tional fuel consumption and unusual induction 
of cold air through the heater due to the 
draft caused by yenting another appliance 
through a common flue will do this. 

A separate flue of the right size and ma- 
terial for a water heater installation is rec- 
ommended and it should be provided with a 
suitable down draft diverter. 

Long hot water lines that can act as a 
radiating medium will cause an increase in 
fuel consumption.

B12b, states 
“Containers shall be filled or used only upon 
authorization of the owner.” 

In states which have adopted this pamphlet 
as the basis of their regulatory acts, it is 
possible that wilful infraction of this para- 
graph could be punishable by fine or impris- 
onment as set up in the individual statutes. 

We suggest that you get in touch with the 
attorneys of either your state.or national or- 
ganization for a ruling along this line.—Ed.

Eight-cert-per-pound propane will not com- 
pete with oil at 12 cents per gallon. It will 
cost about three times as much to heat with 
propane. 

In the areas where LP-Gas is used in quan- 
tity for heating, the price range is down to 
two to three cents per pound. 

In the western desert country where the 
days are warm, the nights cold and the winter 
short, propane at six cents per pound gains 
a good share of the heating load, competing 
with 12 to 13 cents per gallon oil, due to 
convenience factors.—Ed.

HEN handicapped by the high 

cost of imported U.S. propane, 
many a Canadian LP-Gas concern 
has discovered thick going in fuel- 
consuming snowlands. Even where 
it has been necessary to sell LP- 
Gas from the U.S. at a loss, how- 
ever, dealer-distributor organiza- 
tions have been making progress in 
Canada. 

Most recent Canadian develop- 
ment has taken hold in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, vast western prov- 
inces where propane is the chosen 
fuel for space heating as well as 
cooking and water heating. In spite 
of LP-Gas prices which range be- 
tween 20 cents and 25 cents a gal- 
lon, consumers there are demand- 
ing the fuel at such an accelerated 
rate that some companies have re- 
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But Canadians Buy Propane 
At Premium Price 





fused to make additional installa- 
tions. 

Alberta Gas Services, Ltd., Cal- 
gary distributor which was organ- 
ized in May, 1946, has been a fore- 
runner in the westward movement 
of LP-Gas through Canada. As 
many as 10 propane dealers have 
drawn their fuel supply and appli- 
ances from Alberta Gas Services. 
The various organizations have 
pooled their storage, transporta- 
tion, and other equipment on a co- 
operative basis. 

Alberta Pioneers 

The biggest task now facing AI- 
berta Gas operators, above the fact 
that its scarce supply of LP-Gas 
appliances has been shut off by an 
embargo on U.S. goods, is to get in 
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The 5000 gal. transport which hauls 
fuel from Wyoming to Alberta. 


on the supply of propane being pro- 
duced in Canada. Until this spring, 
no LP-Gas has been available at 
Alberta refineries. A plant is now 
ready for production in Turner 
valley, nevertheless, and others 
may be soon constructed to meet 
Alberta’s need for cheap propane. 


Encouraging Refineries 


In the meantime, Alberta Gas is 
shipping gas in from Casper, Wyo., 
fields, where it sells at refineries 
for 5 cents a gallon. With coal re- 
tailing at approximately $6 a ton 
in the province, there doesn’t ap- 
pear to be much chance for LP-Gas 
expansion. There wouldn’t be if 
dealers weren’t selling the fuel at 
nearly cost after duty and distribu- 
tion expenses, but their object is to 
build up an inviting load for refin- 
eries. In this way, they believe re- 
finery operators will be encour- 
aged to build propane-producing 
units to save gas now being flared. 
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The man behind Alberta Gas 
Service’s operations is Leon Plot- 
kins, who is also associated with 
the petroleum industry as manag- 
ing director of the Lion Oil Co. of 
Canada. Mr. Plotkins is immedi- 
ately concerned with rounding up 
Canadian gas for the Alberta dis- 
tributorship and establishing per- 
manent operating principles for 
the new organization. 

The president and original or- 
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ganizer of Alberta Gas is Les 
Blackburn. He is assisted by V. A. 
Woolf, field manager, and his wife, 
Mrs. Lena Woolf. A main cog in 
the Alberta Gas Service develop- 
ment, Mrs. Woolf watches over the 
mother company’s brood — nine 
LP-Gas dealerships operating in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 


Use Consumer Storage 


A branch office in Regina was 
set up in July, 1947, to handle the 
distribution of gas, appliances, 
and equipment in Saskatchewan 
through their dealers. These deal- 
ers are incorporated into individ- 
ual companies to distribute gas 
and appliances directly to custom- 
ers and sub-agencies in smaller 
districts. 

Alberta Gas Services is the first 
distributor to introduce consumer 
storage of LP-Gas into Saskatche- 
wan. A great deal of the storage 
supplied by their dealers in Alberta 


already is bulk. Consumers are 




























usually started off on cylinders, but 
change over to large-size storage 
as soon as the fuel gains perma- 
nent acceptance. Fierce winter 
weather and the impossibility of 
passing over snow-packed roads 
makes a full winter’s supply of gas 
for space heating good sense in 
Canada. 

Secondary to the problem of fuel 
costs, to which the only solution is 
local supply. Alberta Gas Services 
is running short on new appliances. 
It is hoped that an embargo on 
U.S. goods will soon be lifted, but 
until it is Canadian LP-Gas deal- 
ers will find it necessary to get 
along with domestically manufac- 
tured units. These are very scarce. 
Canadian manufacturers are get- 
ting into production on natural gas 
appliances, but many are unaware 
of possibilities in the LP-Gas 
market. 


Need U. S. Appliances 


Other U.S.-made LP-Gas prod- 
ucts are in demand by Canadians. 
Alberta Gas Services men hope that 
more manufacturers’ representa- 
tives from state-side companies will 
investigate their needs. Some U.S. 
concerns also have successfully es- 
tablished Canadian branches. 

Business is going on as usual in 
the Alberta Cas Services, Ltd., ter- 
ritory, nevertheless, and of the 
nine dealerships being supplied 
with gas, the majority are operat-

ing from at least 30,000 gals. of 
bulk storage. Robert Lennox, Len- 
nox & Co., Carsland, is getting 
along with a battery of 1000-gal. 
tanks, as well as Rural Gas & Ap- 
pliances, Ltd., Calgary and Drum- 
heller, managed by P. N. Smith. 

The 30,000-gal. storage tank 
established by Liquid Petroleum 
Products, Ltd., at Stavely is used 
by Vulcan Gas Distributors, Ltd., 
at Vulcan, and Chinook LP-Gas 
Distributors. Bob Hinckley is man- 
ager of Liquid Petroleum products. 
Mount View Gas Services, Ltd., 
operated by Pearly Mansfield and 
Alex Bird, in Calgary and Olds, 
and Modern Industries, Ltd., Cam- 
rose dealership managed by C. E. 
Johnson, also have 30,000-gal 
plants.

onto the property, makes rail de- 
liveries possible. 

Alberta deliveries are also made 
by transport truck. The distribu- 
torship uses a large transport truck 
to haul gas from Wyoming to the 
Canadian border to meet emer- 
gency fuel shortages. Fuel is trans- 
ferred there to trucks for direct 
delivery to hard-pressed consum- 
ers. Normally, the gas is shipped 
into the north country by tank car. 

The delivery trucks owned by

Started on Cylinders 


To break into this virgin terri- 
tory less than two years ago, Al- 
berta Gas went in pretty largely 
for cylinder service. Four con- 
sumer pick-up points are still func- 
tioning for the benefit of isolated 
users. When it became apparent 
that more than 40% of Albertans 
were interested in using the gas 
for space heating as well as cook- 
ing and water heating, at least 
250-gal. bulk storage was installed 
for these consumers. Most of this 
consumer storage is underground. 

With the exception of service 
stoppages caused by freezing regu- 
lators in extremely cold weather, 
installation problems have _ been 
surprisingly simple for these Cana- 
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dian LP-Gas neophytes. The Al- 
berta Gas Service dealers are alert 
to learning new know-how about 
operating in an unfamiliar enter- 
prise. They have used NBFU Pam- 
phlet No. 58 as a guide for safe 
practice and are interested in all 
available literature in the field. 


The Potential Is Big 


Once assured of a stable and 
cheap LP-Gas supply, there is no 
limit to LP-Gas development in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. During 
this spring, Alberta Gas Service 
has been concentrating on power 
conversions as a load-builder while 
shipments on other U.S. appliances 
are banned. These Canadians are 
determined to bring the advan- 
tages and conveniences of LP-Gases 
to Canadians.

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Portland Firm's Distribution Makes 
Northwest States Gas Conscious 


N the Pacific Northwest, where 

the two great states of Oregon 
and Washington offer beauty and 
prosperity to an _ ever-increasing 
population, LP-Gas has come into 
its own. More and more in recent 
years, it has become recognized for 
the modern, superior fuel that it is 
and has been utilized by both rural 
and urban populations in ever-in- 
creasing amounts. 

The sale of butane and propane 
in that section of the country has

not always been easy. It had to com- 
pete with many fuels, as well as 
a few prejudices, and its accept- 
ance was, in some respects, slower 
than in some other sections of the 
country. 

One of the companies to “pio- 
neer” the distribution of LP-Gas 
in the Pacific Northwest, and one 
that can accept much of the credit

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for its increasing popularity, is the 
Multnomah Fuel Co., with head- 
quarters in Portland, Ore. Located 
on the banks of the Willamette 
river, two miles south of the cen- 
ter of Portland, this organization 
has been dispensing various types 
of fuel to the residents of that 
area for more than 40 years. In- 
deed, the growth and history of the 
company reflects most graphically 
the evolution of fuel in that section 
of the country. 

The first fuel sold by the com- 
pany was wood, which came from 
the seemingly limitless forests that 
grew everywhere. Sawdust, of 
course, was also an important com- 
modity. The second fuel to be sold 
by Multnomah Fuel Co. was coal 
which has continued to be an im- 
portant source of revenue through- 
out the years. 

In 1929 the company took a big 
step in expansion and added bur- 
ner Oil as a regular service. This 
fuel was, in time, to become the 
important division of the company, 
far overshadowing the volume com- 
ing from wood and coal. 


Started Selling Gas in 1940 


The year 1940 was another “step- 
pingstone.” This time, LP-Gas 
joined the fold with the installation 
of butane storage and delivery fa- 
cilities. Two years later, propane 
storage was added to give the wid- 
est possible service and to insure a 
constant fuel supply. 

Multnomah Fuel was the first oil 
company in the Portland area to 
enter the gas business. While the 
sale of fuel oil in that district is 
confined to the metropolitan area 
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DON H. SLOCUM 


by all of the Portland oil compa- 
nies, including Multnomah, the LP- 
Gas operations of the company are 
almost entirely in the rural areas. 
The principal exception is the sale 
of fuel in small lots to the indus- 
tries and tradesmen in the city. 
This group includes plumbers, tin- 
smiths, shipyards, ete. 

Operating in a radius of about 
130 miles from Portland, the com- 
pany has extended service into 11 
counties in Oregon and five in 
southern Washington. So far, all 
deliveries are made from the Port- 
land plant. 

To serve this extended area, the 
company maintains five bulk deliv- 
ery trucks, and one truck for the 
delivery of appliances and tanks. 
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Four service trucks are also main- 
tained. 

Storage at the Portland plant in- 
cludes 23,000 gals. of butane and 
38,000 gals. of propane. Equip- 
ment for transferring the fuel in- 
cludes 4 cylinder compressors and 
2 pumps. 

Although fuel storage has been 
limited thus far to the Portland 
plant, the company maintains three 
resident offices in the area which 
it serves. These are located at 
Depoe Bay and Garibaldi, Ore., and 
Long Beach, Wash. 


Overtaking Oil Sales 


By the end of 1947 Multnomah 
Fuel Co.’s sale of butane and pro- 
pane had nearly reached the dollar 
volume of the oil business. The 
heating oil division was then 18 
years old with the LP-Gas _ busi- 
ness a scant seven years. 

Because of the predetermined 
policy to sell LP-Gas entirely in the 





rural areas and confine the heating 


.oil sales to the metropolitan section, 


there has been little, if any, con- 
flict as far as the sales efforts of 
the two divisions are concerned. 


Using Gas to Heat 


This policy was set for definite 
reasons. In the case of oil sales, it 
was found uneconomical to compete 
with local dealers in the extended 
areas. This was true because the 
price margin does not justify deliv- 
ery of oil over a large area from 
a given headquarters. 

This fact does not hold true in 
regard to the sale of LP-Gas, how- 
ever. In spite of competition from 
the oil dealers located in the rural 
sections served by Multnomah, it 
has been found that about 60% of 
the customers buying gas use it 
for heating purposes, also. This is 
true because users appreciate its 
cleanliness, convenience and the de- 
sire to have one fuel do all the jobs.

Until now this company has 
served primarily domestic custom- 
ers, these approximating 85% of 
the total. 


Tourists Build Load 


Another important source of 
Multnomah’s business in recent 
years has been the numerous tour- 
ist courts, resorts and camps that 
dot that vacation wonderland. To a 
large extent being summer busi- 
ness, this trade has done much to 
increase the summer fuel load, mak- 
ing the summer-winter ratio much 
more even than it might have been. 
A large percentage of this summer 
business is, of course, in the com- 
mercial class and tends to be a 
good load builder. Thus, in spite 
of a big domestic load, the summer- 
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winter ratio has remained less than 
2 to I. 

Multnomah’s industrial business 
has grown steadily in the last few 
years because they have realized 
the importance of this branch of 
the industry and have pushed it 
heavily. Of course, the vast indus- 
tries that existed in Portland dur- 
ing the war years did much to fur- 
ther LP-Gas sales for cutting, lead 
melting, heat treating, and other 
industrial uses. 

Other important applications that 
have boosted fuel sales have been 
numerous agricultural uses. These 
include turkey and chicken brood- 
ing, dehydration, tractors, steriliz- 
ing, smokehouses, greenhouse heat- 
ing, ete. 

In recent years, the trend to the 
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use of large customer storage tanks 
has been followed. The average in- 
stalled is between 250 gals. and 
500 gals. This has done much to re- 
lieve winter fuel shortages and has 
kept customers happy and fuel sales 
up. 

Like most successful companies, 
the principal secret of the growth 
and prosperity of Multnomah Fuel 
lies in the men who guide its ~wide- 
spread activities. They are all men 
who know the fuel business well 
and believe in working together to 
further the growth of their com- 
pany. 

Heading the organization as 
president is genial C. A. Marsh 
who has guided the destinies of the 
company for many years. Vice pres- 
ident and treasurer is T. H. Gaw- 
ley. J. C. Yeomans holds the posts 
of secretary and assistant man- 
ager, while Al Gawley is office man- 
ager. Sales manager of the organi- 
zation is Don Slocum, a specialist 
in fuels of any kind and one of 
the principal organizers of the LP- 
Gas department. 

The LP-Gas division of Multno- 
mah continues to grow, even now 


surpassing in gallonage the sale of 
fuel oil. There is little doubt that 
Multnomah will continue to grow, 
as will the entire industry in that 
rapidly expanding area. As long as 
there are stable, progressive or- 
ganizations like Multnomah Fuel 
Co. to guide its growth, the in- 
dustry has every good chance to 
prosper. 


Increased LP-Gas Production 
Due from New Processing Plant 


Hagy, Harrington & Marsh, of Am- 
arillo, Texas, has announced, through 
J. G. Eckel, sales engineer and repre- 
sentative, that the firm will open its 
new $1,500,000 natural gas processing 
plant near Hooker, Okla., on Sept. 1. 
The gas will be dehydrated and gaso- 
line and hydrocarbons will be ex- 
tracted. 

Among other by-products, the plant 
will manufacture LP-Gas, motor fuels 
and special hydrocarbons. 

The company has constructed a gas 
gathering system in the Guymon, 
Okla., sector of the Hugoton field to 
connect to its own wells located on 
an 80,000-acre proved reserve in the 
Hugoton field.

Putting 30,000 Customers on the Books 


ROPANE supplied by The Fuel- 

gas Corporation is serving to 
break up two old destroyers in the 
Hudson river. It is drying paint for 
a toy factory, and is providing heat 
for an Old World silversmith, who 
managed to escape from Europe 
with his equipment and his skill. 

Operating plants in Chester, 
N. Y., and Moosic, Pa., Fuelgas 
lists 30,000 consumers. The com- 
pany is alert to new ideas. 

Fuelgas was a cylinder operation 
entirely, from its start five years 
ago until last September, when 
they began to do business also with 
500-gallon tanks. 

“We promoted the idea at first, 
and then it started to grow like a 
snowball,” is the way they put it. 

They are enthusiastic about the 
tanks. They’re staying in both

kinds of business, of course, and by 
far the larger part of their opera- 
tion is still with cylinders. But they 
count a hundred 500-gallon tanks 
installed, most of them commercial 
and industrial, but a few with do- 
mestic consumers. And they have 
some 275-gallon tanks, too. In gen- 
eral, they have found the tank sys- 
tem helps to save the customer 
money, and to make the company 
money. 

Fuelgas does not shy away from 
specialized commercial and indus- 
trial installations, as do some east- 
ern operators who prefer to con- 
centrate on domestic business as 
the most profitable and the most

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likely to result in money-making 
sale of appliances. 

On the contrary, Fuelgas has a 
variety of industrial installations. 

In Nyack, N. Y., they have a pro- 
pane setup of 13 500-gallon tanks 
which serve to heat the mixture of 
chemicals for 7 piece-dye establish- 
ments. In these plants cloth is dyed. 

They supply heat for a de-greas- 
ing setup in a metal shop. They 
service a large number of diners 
and hotels, and some summer camps 
for water heating and cooking. 


Propane to Cut Up Ships 


For the shipwrecking corpora- 
tion at Kingston, on the Hudson, 
Fuelgas supplies the propane for 
cutting torches, which are demol- 
ishing a couple of aged destroyers 
for scrap metal. 

Their propane setups are used 
for heating water at a soda bottling 
outfit, for a number of metal treat- 
ing plants, and of course for 
brooder installations. 

They have 2 500-gallon under- 
ground tanks installed for the local 
diner in Chester, which uses pro- 
pane for heat, cooking, refrigera- 
tion, water heating—in fact, every- 
thing but the lights. 

Close to this diner a series of 
structures which this summer will 
become an overnight auto court are 
hearing completion. They will be 
heated with one of Fuelgas Corpo- 
ration’s propane installations. This 
will be an exception to the cus- 
tomary practice of Fuelgas, which 
is to avoid heating installations. 
For the usual house, they have 
found it uneconomic at present to 
use propane for heat, in the north- 
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ern climate. In the auto court, 
however, the quarters do not need 
to be heated all the time, and the 
flexibility of propane is an advan- 
tage. The heat for a given unit will 
be turned on only when it is oc- 
cupied. 

Another exception to their prac- 
tice of not encouraging house heat- 
ing is their own office building at 
Chester. They heat this former 
residence with propane, a radiator 
in each room. 

They’re going to put in a cen- 
tralized propane fuel setup for 
cooking and water heating in a new 
veterans’ housing development of 
a dozen single houses. Several 500- 
gallon tanks will be used. 

The active operators of The Fuel- 
gas Corporation are Morris and 
Dan Birnbaum. Morris formerly 
was an artist, advertising man and 
photographer. Photographs accom- 
panying this article and many 
other photographs of his operations 
and of other subjects are included 
among his accomplishments. Dan 
is an accountant, a handy skill for 
anyone in the LP-Gas field. 


Getting Commercial Load 


Fuelgas has installed a good num- 
ber of commercial cooking setups, 
often selling appliances to go with 
them. Even though their percentage 
of profit may not be large, they feel 
that having this business helps in 
selling the domestic consumer. 

The domestic business continues 
the backbone of their enterprise. 
And they find it’s a nice sales argu- 
ment to clinch the advantages of 
gas to be able to ask a potential 
domestic consumer: 

“How many restaurants around

here do you know that cook with 
electricity ?” 

For this reason Morris Birn- 
baum believes there’s as much in- 
direct profit as direct in getting 
some good commercial installations. 


People Want Gas 


When you ask him the reason for 
the company’s success, he replies: 

“We find the major factor in our 
growth has been the desire on the 
part of the consumer for gas. We 
were there when the orders came 
through. It doesn’t take any gigan- 
tic brain to sell someone something 
they want. 

“But the test of how well we or 
any other organization will do will 
come. in the next few years. We’re 
making all the friends we can, in- 
cluding competitors in our own 
field. We’re getting ready to battle 
the competition of other fuels. And 
we’re not underrating the latter 
opponents.” 

Fuelgas has found a method of 


turning a typical electric sales 
trick against these boys. The elec- 
tric trick is to light a match, put 
it to a glass, and show the deposit 
of dirt, and claim that any flame 
produces the same result. So Fuel- 
gas proves this is not so with pro- 
pane, by putting a propane flame 
to the bottom of a utensil, and 
pointing out there’s no dirt deposit. 


Gas Burners Will . Clean 


They show also that the burner 
of a modern gas appliance can be 
taken out and thoroughly cleaned 
in case anything is spilled on it. 
It can’t be done with the same éase 
with an electric appliance. A sales- 
man will defy a prospect to spill 
something on an electric burner 
and clean it. 

Many Fuelgas distributors han- 
dle electric appliances as well as 
gas. They prefer, however, to sell 
the gas ones. It is a convincing 
argument for the distributor to ex- 
press willingness to sell an electric

appliance if the consumer wishes, 
but to indicate he thinks gas is 
better. 

Fuelgas doesn’t attempt to sell its 
commercial cooking jobs on the 
basis of cost. They don’t bother 
competing with coal on this basis, 
and don’t go to the trouble of get- 
ting up any comparative figures of 
this sort. They don’t feel the exact 
dollars and cents aspect is an im- 
portant one in a sale of this kind. 

On the contrary, they sell these 
jobs entirely on the basis of serv- 
ice, ease of operation, controlled 
cooking and cleanliness. 

One of the major factors in 
changes to gas is that the tempera- 
ment of chefs has to be considered. 
More and more, chefs won’t cook 
with antiquated equipment. 

How can you appraise the hidden 
costs of an oil burning range when 
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the oil burner goes out so a restau- 
rant can’t prepare a meal and the 
customers are sitting there hungry? 

How can you judge the cost when 
the heat in a kitchen burns the skin 
off a cook’s nose, and he quits and 
you have to engage another? 

These are questions Mr. Birn- 
baum asks. 


Replacing Electricity 


Never, he says, have they lost a 
commercial cooking job to electric- 
ity. They’ve never lost one either 
when electricity was competing 
against them for a new one, or 
through electricity grabbing one 
of their propane customers. On the 
other hand, they have replaced elec- 
tric equipment with propane plenty 
of times. 

Fuelgas aims to operate as far as 
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possible like city gas companies, 
feeling that they are “providing a 
gas service,” and that the “respon- 
sibility does not end with delivery 
of the gas.” 

While they sell a full line of ap- 
pliances (and specialties like die- 
casting outfits and plumbers’ fur- 
naces) through their distributors, 
they do not believe in seeking to 
cut into the business of other mar- 
keters of appliances. This holds for 
both small stores in the towns 
where they do business and large 
marketers with headquarters in 
New York City, who sell the resort 
hotels in their territory. Fuelgas is 
quite satisfied to let these other 
large and small marketers have the 
appliance sale business, if they 
want, with the idea of getting the 
gas business themselves. 


Cooperation on Appliances 


In one instance they cooperated 
with a big New York City marketer 
by supplying appliances from their 
own stock at the request of the New 
York outfit, for one of the outfit’s 
upstate customers. 

Another example of such coopera- 
tion, in the reverse direction, oc- 
curred when Fuelgas addressed a 
letter to an individual in one of 
these large New York kitchen ap- 
pliance marketers in connection 
with a sale to a big resort establish- 
ment. Quite the contrary from try- 
ing to sell appliances in competition 
with this large organization, the 
Fuelgas letter offered “any help 
that we may be able to give with 
regard to the use of propane in 
the cooking units which will be in- 
stalled and if possible, after this 
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has been accomplished, to perhaps 
get your recommendation for the 
use of our product when the kitchen 
is constructed.” 

The letter also stated that Fuel- 
gas has found installation of bulk 
tanks desirable for commercial cook- 
ing installations, with ‘metered de- 
livery” from tank trucks. 

“This,” the letter continued, “pro- 
vides a more economical gas usage 
and provides gas to all cooking 
units without fear of interruption 
from lack of vaporization due to in- 
stallation of insufficient ‘bottles’ or 
from running out of fuel when ‘bot- 
tles’ are empty and have to be re- 
moved and replaced by full cylin- 
ders.” 

Illustrating sales methods, Fuel- 
gas at this writing has just circu- 
larized all the camps in the Bear 
Mountain state park area. They ex- 
pect to follow through with similar 
circularization of all the hotels in 
Sullivan county resort area. Both 
central organization and distribu- 
tors will follow up to clinch sales. 

At present, Fuelgas serves 20 
camps in the Bear Mountain area 
with cylinder installations. An ef- 
fort will be made to switch some 
to tanks. 


Installment Financing 


The company is planning now to 
go into installment financing of 
consumer purchases of appliances. 
They will aim to deal with local 
banks rather than with large 
finance companies. 

At present, the northernmost dis- 
tributor of Fuelgas is at Kingston, 
N. Y.; the southernmost in Staten 
Island, the outlying borough of New 
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York City, and the westernmost at 
Rock Glen, near Hazleton, Pa. 

Their present plans call for a lit- 
tle expansion as to territory, but 
not much. They may spread their 
distributor setup as far west as 
Harrisburg, Pa. They have no plans 
to penetrate the southern part of 
New Jersey. At present, no distribu- 
tor is more than 100 miles from one 
of Fuelgas’ two bulk plants, and 
they don’t like the idea of having 
them much farther away. 


Universal Trade Name 


Fuelgas, in common with its as- 
sociate, The Home Gas Corporation 
of Housatonic, Mass., uses the trade 
name “Homgas” on its cylinders, 
tanks, trucks, and other equipment. 
There is thus one unified trade 
name for the six New England 
states, and New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 

Fuelgas and Home Gas use many 
of the same forms and have certain 
operation practices in common. Both 
organizations also have put into ef- 
fect a policy of purchasing the busi- 
nesses of those whom they had set 
up as dealers. These former deal- 
ers are known as “distributors.” 
The business and all equipment is 
now owned by the central organiza- 
tions, and all consumer agreements 
are made with the central organiza- 
tions. 

Despite these similarities, the 
financial connection and use of a 
common trade name, The Fuelgas 
Corporation is operated by differ- 
ent people and separately from The 
Home Gas Corporation. 

Mr. Birnbaum stated that Fuel- 
gas now has 120 distributors. Ap-

pliances are generally sold in the 
name of the central organization, 
the distributor getting a commis- 
sion on anything sold in his terri- 
tory, whether or not the distributor 
has had a part in making the sale, 
Tanks are filled from the tank 
trucks of the central organization, 
the distributor getting a commis- 
sion. The central organization deliy- 
ers the filled cylinders to the dis- 
tributor and picks up the empty 
ones. 

Prices in each area served by 
Fuelgas are based on competitive 
prices in that area. An incentive is 
provided for the consumer in a slid- 
ing scale which becomes lower as 
the consumer purchases a_ larger 
quantity of gas. 

Tank installations are made by 
the central organization for the dis- 
tributors, and the central organiza- 
tion supplies the gas. The distribu- 
tor may complete a sale or sign up 
a consumer. Or he may merely sup- 
ply the central organization with a 
lead to follow through with in the 
distributor’s behalf. 


Adding Up Equipment 


While practically all the distribu- 
tors have other businesses, some are 
now leaving these other interests to 
devote themselves exclusively to 
propane. 

Fuelgas now counts 2 railway 
tank cars and 16 pieces of motor 
equipment. Mr. Birnbaum stated 
these include 1 5000-gallon water 
capacity tank trailer, 3 1000-gallon 
tank trailers, 2 1000-gallon tank 
trucks, 7 stake body trucks of 1% 
to 3 tons for bottle delivery to dis- 
tributors; 2 van body trucks of 2% 
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tons each, for the same purpose; 
and a winch truck. 


The Chester (N.Y.) bulk plant 
of Fuelgas has 3 tanks, 1 of 30,000- 
gallon and 2 of 22,000-gallon capac- 
ity. The second plant in Moosic, Pa., 
has 1 tank of 30,000-gallon capacity. 
In the future they expect to buy 
only 30,000-gallon storage tanks. 
The supply of gas now comes in to 
Chester and Moosic in the railway 
tank cars and by motor transport. 

Hundred-pound cylinder installa- 
tions still constitute by far the larg- 
est part of the business of Fuelgas. 
The following is their usual method 
for keeping enough gas in a domes- 
tic consumer’s cylinders: 

Suppose the Jones family uses a 
cylinder-full of gas every 3 months,

according to the distributor’s esti- 
mate. They are left with 1 cylinder 
for 10 weeks. Then the distributor 
brings another cylinder and installs 
it. They then are supposed to notify 
the distributor when the first cylin- 
der is empty. He picks it up, sub- 
stituting a full one. 

All cylinder installations are made 
by the distributors, with supervi- 
sion. An installation charge of from 
$14.75 to $29.75 is made for a cyl- 
inder installation, and $29.75 to 
$309 for a tank installation. The 
central organization retains full 
title to equipment. 

Fuelgas Corporation has 19 em- 
ployes. Nine are regular drivers, 3 
are salesmen, 4 are office employes, 
and the rest are plant men. All 
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drivers, salesmen, and plant men 
are trained in servicing, through 
meetings and bulletins. 

Both through the central organ- 
ization and through distributors, 
Fuelgas is doing some work under 
the veterans’ training program, 
and finds it worth while. 

Bulletins are issued to distribu- 
tors. One dealt with the Servel 
service school. Another was on the 
important subject of securing tires 
and oil at a saving. Still another 
told how to meet the cold weather 
the past winter brought to the 
Northeast. It was entitled ‘“Freeze- 
ups” and read as follows: 

“The recent extremely cold wea- 
ther has pointed up a freeze-up 
condition which, though extreme 
precautions are taken at our plant 
to prevent, will occasionally give 
trouble. 

“SYMPTOMS—No gas being re- 
ceived at appliance burner—A small

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quantity of gas being received at 
the burner even though the cylin- 
der pressure is high—A wavering 
flame that rises and lowers of its 
own accord. 

“REMEDY—For quick service 
pour hot or boiling water over the 
regulator until frost in regulator 
is melted and gas flows through to 
the burner. BE SURE BURNER IS 
EITHER TURNED OFF OR 
THAT FLAME REMAINS LIT; 
otherwise, the rush of gas after 
frost is removed will flow from 
open jet uninterrupted and may 
cause serious damage. Tapping the 
regulator with a sharp blow from 
a hammer or wrench will sometimes 
break a small quantity of frost 
loose to provide sufficient gas to the 
burner. 

“However, breaking the frost 
loose or melting it with hot water 
is not the complete remedy. The 
moisture will still remain in the 
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regulator unless steps are taken to 
neutralize it. Our suggestion is to 
remove the installed regulator and 
replace it with a regulator from 
your stock. Before installing the 
new regulator pour a tablespoon of 
aleohol (pure alcohol not with color 
added) into the inlet side of the 
regulator. The addition of the alco- 
hol lowers the freezing point of the 
water in the regulator to where it 
will not freeze and block the inlet 
orifice. 

“Upon removal, return the ‘froz- 
en’ regulator to a warm spot in 
your shop and allow to thoroughly 
dry out before reinstalling.” 

The policies of the proprietors of 
Fuelgas for building their future 
are to keep alert for new ideas and 
new methods; and to keep ahead of 
other fuels by making friends for 
propane, not only among consumers, 
but among all people and compa- 
nies who can help the industry. 


Popularity of Gas Shows Up 
Electric Range Sales 


With 24,086,000 homes using gas 
for cooking on December 31, 1947, 
the gas industry now serves 7,767,000 
more homes than on Dec. 31, 1937. 
This is an increase of 48% over this 
10-year period. More than 1,100,000 
new cooking customers were added to 
gas utility and LP-Gas distribution 
systems during 1947 alone. These 
figures are released by the Gas Ap- 
pliance Manufacturers Association. 

During the past 10 years, 2,735,000 
additional families purchased electric 
ranges and brought the total number 
of electric cooking customers to 4,- 
789,000. 

Better than 90% of all homes on 
piped gas lines use gas for cooking, 
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and approximately 62% of all homes 
in the United States cook with either 
piped or with LP-Gas. 

Rural LP-Gas cooking customers 
total 4,000,000 and have increased 
900% since 1937. The number of 
electric range installations in rural 
territories totals 2,127,000. 


F. H. Drist Buys The Gas Co. 
In Charles Town, W. Va. 


Frank H. Drist, president of the 
Charles Town Gas Co., has added The 
Gas Co., Charles Town, W. Va., to 
his holdings. 

The Gas Co. has been operated by 
Mrs. Carl Riddlebarger since the 
death of her husband in 1946. Mr. 
Riddlebarger bought the company in 
September, 1937, after serving as 
manager of the Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric Co., Staunton, Va., for 25 years. 

Mr. Drist, a widely known Charles 
Town businessman, plans an expan- 
sion for The Gas Co. 
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Col. Geo. A. Burrell Given Hanlon Award

THE Hanlon Award, highest honor 
in the natural gasoline industry 
and one of the ranking awards of the 
entire petroleum industry, was con- 
ferred March 25 on Colonel George A. 
Burrell, president, Atlantic States 
Gas Co. Inc., New York. The cere- 
mony took place at the 27th annual 
convention of the Natural Gasoline 
Association of America, held in the 
Texas hotel, Fort Worth. 

Colonel Burrell is the twelfth re- 
cipient of the Hanlon Award which 
is conferred each year by the NGAA 
for outstanding service to the natural 
gasoline and cycling industries. Donor 
of the award is E. I. Hanlon, pres- 
ident of the Hanlon companies and 
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chairman of the board of the National 
Bank of Tulsa, Tulsa, Okla. 

Presentation was made by NGAA 
President C. R. Williams, The Chi- 
cago Corp., Corpus Christi. The cita- 
tion read in part: “There is little 
doubt that this man was the first 
experimenter to make an exact an- 
alysis of natural gas. He conceived 
the type and character of equipment 
required, made and assembled it him- 
self, and made it work. This was in 
1915. It is scarcely open to question 
that this was one of the most impor- 
tant detail steps in the technological 
progress of the petroleum-gas field.” 

Colonel Burrell is one of the real 
pioneers of the petroleum industry. 
Following his graduation from Ohio 
State University in 1904 with a de- 
gree in chemical engineering, he went 
to the U. S. Bureau of Mines to en- 
gage in the study of mine gases. This 
work led to similar studies of nat- 
ural gases and in 1911 he took part 
in experiments in West Virginia 
which led to the first separation and 
recovery of liquefied petroleum gases. 

He was one of the first men to 
recognize the deviation from accepted 
gas laws of natural gases under pres- 
sure and published a report on the 
subject in 1916. Throughout all these 
years up to the present he has been 
actively engaged in technical service 
to the oil industry as a consultant, 
engineer and inventor.

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Minnesota Company Cuts Delivery Costs 
With Mobile Radio-Telephone Service 


INDING ways to improve the 

customer service side of a busi- 
ness is always a good bet. And 
when you can combine better serv- 
ice with a shading of operating 
costs, the bet becomes a particu- 
larly good one. 

At New Brighton, Minn., a com- 
munity suburban to Minneapolis and 
St. Paul, Charles and George Bubar 
operate the Northwest Hydrogas 
Co. In nine years and with the 
competition of a half-dozen other 
distributors in their service area, 
they have built an LP-Gas business 
with a current annual volume of 
more than two million gallons. 

They credit much of their growth 
to the maintaining of a high level 
of customer service. The impor- 
tance of up-to-date equipment and 
of keeping a sharp outlook for new 
servicing methods fits right into 
their service objectives and, as the 


photos here show, they have man- 
aged a good job along this line, 
also. 

Northwest Hydrogas pioneered 
the consumer larger storage con- 
tainer use of LP-Gas in Minnesota 
and it has become a prime source of 
their business. 

About six months ago the com- 
pany led off with another “first” in 
their territory—the use of mobile 
radio telephone service on their 
tank trucks and service cars to pro- 
vide for home-office telephone con- 
tact with drivers after they leave 
the plant. 

Arrangements for the _ installa- 
tion of the mobile telephone service 
for the Northwest Hydrogas Co. 
were made through W. C. Strang, 
advertising supervisor of the 
Northwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
in Minneapolis. 

Mobile telephone service has re-

ceived quite a lot of publicity since 
its introduction by the Bell System 
a little more than a year ago, but 
some explanation of what it is and 
how it works is suggested. Briefly, 
mobile telephone service is an ex- 
tension of the service provided over 
the regular telephone system to 
permit telephone calls between reg- 
ular telephones and those in trucks, 
cars, and other vehicles. Calls travel 
part way over regular telephone 
lines and part way-by short wave 
radio. The mobile service offered 
by the telephone company ranges 
from a signaling system which, by 
means of a bell and a signal light, 
telis the driver his plant wants to 
get in touch with him, to a two-way 
telephone service through which 
the driver can talk with any tele- 
phone user in the country. 

When mobile service was intro- 
duced in the Minneapolis-St. Paul 
area, the Bubar brothers looked 
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into its possibilities for their busi- 
ness. Working with a_ telephone 
company service engineer, they de- 
cided to equip three of their truck 
units with mobile telephone signal- 
ing service. This is the type of 
mobile telephone service which 
works on a one-way basis. Through 
use of a regular telephone in their 
office it permits the transmission of 
a pre-arranged signal to their 
trucks, traveling or still, anywhere 
within a radius of 35 to 50 miles 
from the antenna origin of the sig- 
nal. Normally, the receiving of this 
signal by the truck operator means 
that he is to stop at the first avail- 
able telephone and call the plant 
office for instruction. 

The apparatus required to equip 
a truck for mobile telephone signal-

the case of Northwest Hydrogas 
tank trucks, it will be noted that 
the mounting used is adjacent to 
the tank, a location which does not 
detract from the over-all contour of 
the truck.

in the Twin City area is $12.50 for 
the first truck equipped and $9.50 
for other units. The $12.50 initial 
unit monthly charge provides for 40 
call-signals without other charge. 
Additional call-signals beyond those 
provided for in the flat monthly 
service charge are billed at 10 
cents each. The telephone company 
installs the equipment and main- 
tains it. 

The use of mobile telephone sig- 


naling service does not require any 
special equipment in the plant of- 
fice. The regular telephone is used 
to reach the mobile service operator 
who transmits the truck signal. 

Northwest Hydrogas uses mobile 
signaling service in this way: 
Radio receiving equipment in the 
trucks is turned on for operation 
when the vehicle leaves the plant at 
New Brighton. From that time un- 
til the driver returns, the plant of- 
fice can gain contact with him in a 
few minutes by picking up the of- 
fice telephone and asking the mobile 
telephone service operator tc trans- 
mit the call-signal for that particu- 
lar truck unit. 

On the answering call that quickly 
comes in, the driver is given defi- 
nite instructions regarding other 
customer calls within the commun- 
ity, location of the next service call, 
ete. This ability to work a change

of routing or other plan in a matter 
of minutes instead of hours, adds 
up in practically all instances to a 
considerably better quality of serv- 
ice to the customer. Also, with the 
current high level of truck opera- 
tion and driver costs, the company 
is finding that the cost of mobile 
signaling service is more than pay- 
ing its way through saving of time 
and trips. . 

Northwest Hydrogas serves cus- 
tomers over an area having a radius 
of about 35 miles from their dis- 
tribution plant at New Brighton. 
They figure individual truck opera- 
tion costs at about $4 an hour, and 
records kept of mileage and time 
saved by mobile service have con- 
sistently exceeded the cost of the 
service. 

Problems encountered in the in- 
stallation of service for new cus- 
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tomers is one of the typical ways 
in which mobile telephone signaling 
service has proved its value. In- 
stallation work is frequently made 
in homes under construction and 
where there is no telephone service. 
The ability to reach work crews for 
instruction, change of plan, or other 
purposes has been particularly time- 
saving. 

Most of the business of North- 
west Hydrogas comes from the 
rural areas adjacent to the Twin 
Cities, and supply and service calls 
frequently involve long trips. The 
opportunity to supply a customer 
whose call comes in while a driver 
is in the community may make a 
difference of several hours, not only 
in getting gas to the user, but also 
in truck and driver time. Often 
customers will see a company truck 
pass by, reach for their telephone 
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and call an order. They are pleased 
and surprised when the truck rolls 
up in a matter of minutes to fill the 
order. 

One of the evident advantages of 
mobile signaling service is that it 
does away with the need to ask one 
of the company’s customers to take 
on the responsibility of having a 
driver call the plant office for in- 
struction. Often the customer for- 
gets to forward these calls and 


under any circumstances he can 
hardly be expected to relish the 
“pass on’”’ end of the job. 

Use of mobile signaling in speed- 
ing the handling of service calls has 
proven particularly valuable this 
winter. The variation in moisture 
content of gas received has stepped 
up the need for servicing somewhat 
and a larger number of calls has 
been handled in considerably less 
time than formerly was required. 


Texas Dealers Organizing 
State Wide Insurance Plan 


HE Texas Butane Dealers Assn. 

has under way a project through 
which it hopes to help operators to 
organize their own insurance com- 
pany. Leaders of the movement in- 
clude Gus J. Moos, Austin, president 
of the association. Enthusiastic meet- 
ings have been held all over the state 
to push the project to completion and 
raise the necessary capital. 

The proposed company will be a 
Lloyds type, and will be known as the 
American Lloyds Fire and Casualty 
Insurance Co. 

It is pointed out that by organizing 
this new company, butane men of 
Texas are following the lead of other 
industries which in the past have 
started mutual companies of their 
own. 

While the officers and members of 
the Texas Butane Dealers Assn. are 
active in organizing the company, it 
will not be operated by the associa- 
tion but by those in the industry as 
a separate company. 

Butane dealers, like other business 
men, buy not only the insurance they 


must have to keep their licenses in 
force, but many other coverages, such 
as fire insurance on buildings and 
dwellings, household goods, ete. There 
is a tremendous volume of insurance 
premium involved and since the bu- 
tane dealers are supplying this vol- 
ume they might as well have the 
opportunity of getting some of it 
back through their own company, 
either in dividends on their investment 
or premium dividends, it is felt. 

There are thousands employed in 
the butane industry in Texas besides 
the licensees. These people, their fam- 
ilies and friends all buy insurance, 
too. It is not intended to limit the 
policy holders to only those engaged 
in the butane business and their em- 
ployes; however, they alone would 
produce a sufficient volume to make 
a good sized company. 

The main reason the Lloyds is 
being organized is because certain 
Texas regulatory requirements make 
it more desirable. For example, to 
organize a capital stock company, it 
would be necessary to sell a minimum 
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of $400,000 worth of stock in order 
for the company to have a surplus of 
$150,000. Four hundred thousand dol- 
lars in a Lloyds company would mean 
$300,000 in surplus. In other words, 
the Lloyds Co. would be able to ac- 
cept twice as much business as the 
stock company since surplus is the 
thing which measures the amount of 
business a company can accept in 
premium volume because of premium 
reserve requirements. 

The company is being organized to 
write all classes of insurance except 
life. It is stated that a policy holder 
cannot be assessed. All policies will 
be non-assessable and will be written 
on a participating basis. It is pro- 
posed to locate the home office of the 
company in Dallas. 

Subscriptions are payable to Wil- 
liam J. Lawson, trust officer, Ameri- 
ean Lloyds Fire and Casualty Insur- 
ance Co. Due to the limited space of 
the Texas Butane Dealers Assn. head- 
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quarters in Austin and its limited 
personnel, Robert A. Hicks has of- 
fered to provide space and other fa- 
cilities. Therefore, his office at 518- 
520 Irwin-Keasler Bldg., Dallas, has 
been designated as the organization 
headquarters and everything pertain- 
ing to the organization of the com- 
pany should be sent to Mr. Hicks’ 
office. 


Small, Mobile Storage Unit 
Starts Dealer in Business 


Howard Snow made another for- 
ward step in his steadily growing 
business recently when he added a 
new Parkhill-Wade mobile package 
unit to his small plant in Hynes, 
Calif. 

Like many other LP-Gas dealers, 
Mr. Snow started his company, Pro- 
pane Sales and Service, on a small 
scale, and has added to his equip-

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ment as the volume grew. He first 
opened for service in August, 1947, 
with a 500-gal. tank which he used 
for filling trailer tanks by gravity. A 
short while later he bought a 600-gal. 
delivery truck and expanded to bulk 
delivery. 

The new unit, manufactured by 
Parkhill-Wade, Los Angeles, is con- 
structed so that it may be moved 
from one location to another if de- 
sired. It is a complete combination 
storage and pumping unit and in- 
cludes pump, hose, nozzle and all 
necessary pipe and fittings. Mr. 
Snow has set his storage plant on a 
firm cement base where it is securely 
bolted. The unit will hold 1100 gals. of 
fuel which may be used for filling 
bottles, serving trucks or as a fuel 
storage for the delivery truck. 

Mr. Snow’s assistant in his busi- 
ne:s is his wife, who takes care of all 
bookkeeping and billing. She’s good 
at bottle filling, too, when necessary. 

Much of the present business con- 
sists of filling trailer bottles of the 
5- and 10-gal. size.

Oklahoma Legislative Council 


Will Consider LP-Gas Rules 


The legislative committee of the 
Oklahoma Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
Association has arranged a series of 
conferences in April with Mac Q. 
Williamson, attorney general of Okla- 
homa, for the purpose of drawing up 
concrete proposals for legislation for 
presentation to the Oklahoma legisla- 
tive council covering amendments to 
present state LP-Gas laws. 

The committee is composed of 
Dewey Wood, Ardmore, chairman; 
B. C. Truitt, Carnegie; Francis Bor- 
elli, Okarche; W. H. Cleverton, Still- 
water; Claude Berry, Tahlequah and 
R. L. Epple, Tecumseh. 

The proposed changes probably will 
be presented in the form of a bill or 
bills, which will give the force and 
effect of law to the rules and regula- 
tions as recently amended by the 
state fire marshal governing the de- 
sign, installation and construction of 
containers and pertinent equipment 
for the storage and handling of lique- 
fied petroleum gases. 

The legislative council will include 
such of these proposals as it may ap- 
prove in its recommendations to the 
next Oklahoma legislature which 
meets in January, 1949. 
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Oklahoma’s original statute relating 
to the regulation of the LP-Gas in- 
dustry was enacted in 1941. This law 
was amended by statutes adopted in 
1945 and 1947.

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Canadians Hold First Meeting 
As LPGA District No. 8 


HE first annual meeting of Dis- 

trict 8, Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
Association, chairmanned by M. E. 
McLean, National Propane Co., Ltd., 
Hamilton, Ont., and held in Toronto 
March 23-24, was attended by more 
than 45 members of the neophyte in- 
dustry from throughout Canada, 
with representatives from the USA. 


Important Committees Appointed 

The program consisted in the main 
of setting up committees to follow 
through on the various phases of the 
new Canadian industry. These com- 
mittees, and their chairmen, include: 
Technical and Standards, C. R. Ivey, 
Empire Brass Mfg. Co., Ltd., Lon- 
don, Ont.; Membership, H. A. Alty, 
Home Gas Limited, Winnipeg and 
Brandon, Man.; Appliance, D. Pal- 
mer, Sturdie Propane Co., Ltd., 
Lethbridge, Alta.; Public Relations, 
C. N. Chapman, Empire Brass Mfg. 
Co., Ltd., London, Ont.; Fact-Find- 
ing, Leigh Taylor, Weatherhead Co. 
of Canada, Ltd., St. Thomas, Ont. 
The purpose of this last committee 
will be to assess the demand of 
propane gas cylinders, to cooperate 
with the Technical and Standards 
committee for needed technical in- 
formation and with cylinder manu- 
facturers, who have expressed their 
interest to supply cylinder equipment 
of Canadian manufacture to the in- 
dustry. 

The Technical and Standards com- 
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mittee was set up to include the func- 
tions of the national Technical and 
Standards committee, the Safety 
committee, and the Legislative com- 
mittee in Districts 1 to 7, inclusive. 
This committee will cooperate with 
legislative and official and semi-offi- 
cial groups having jurisdiction over 
the various phases of this new indus- 
try in Canada. The chairman of this 
important committee will cooperate 
to the fullest extent with the na- 
tional committees in the United 
States. 


Appliances Are in Short Supply 


The Appliance committee will co- 
operate with Canadian manufactur- 
ers of appliances in order to secure 
an adequate supply of gas ranges of 
suitable design, water heaters, and 
refrigerators, the importation of 
which has been prohibited from the 
United States owing to the Canadian 
austerity program. This has created 
a rather serious bottleneck to the 
industry, particularly in Western 
Canada, where the installation of 
LP-Gas systems is proceeding very 
rapidly. The work of this committee 
will be extremely important to the 


LP-Gas industry in Canada as -a 
whole. 
The Public Relations committee 


has been delegated the authority to 
coordinate the functions of the Lique- 
fied Petroleum Gas Association with 
other organizations whose interests 
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are parallel with the LP-Gas indus- 
try, and will generally promote the 
welfare of the industry and co- 
operate with the various committees 
and other districts of LPGA. 

All committee chairmen were ap- 
pointed by the members of District 
8, with authority to appoint their 
own vice chairmen and the other 
members of their respective commit- 
tees, stress being laid in the fact 
that these committees be as_ repre- 
sentative as possible across the whole 
of the Dominion of Canada. 


Barber Has Propane 


One of the interesting highlights 
of the convention was an address to 
the industry by J. E. Barber of Bar- 
ber Engineering Co. of Calgary, 
Alta., who indicated that his com- 
pany was manufacturing cylinders 
to CRC specifications in Calgary. 
Mr. Barber also stated that within 
the next 30 to 40 days, another one 
of his companies would be producing 
approximately 20,000 Imperial gal- 
lons of propane per day from the 
Turney Valley area. 

During various discussion meet- 
ings, Harold Alty, Home Gas, Ltd., 
Winnipeg and Brandon, Man., stated 
that he was extending his operations 
very rapidly and had recently pur- 
chased British Columbia Bottled 
Gas., Ltd., in Vancouver, B. C., and 
would be extending his operations 
further afield. 

The meeting was attended by three 
new members from the Province of 
Quebec—Maurice Grenier, of Quick- 
Flame Gas Co., Magog, Que.; Alonzo 
Felteau, Quebec Propane, Ltd., Sher- 
brooke, Que., and Gaston Massé, of 
the City of Sherbrooke gas utility, 
which has recently converted from 
manufactured gas to liquid propane- 
air. Another representative from 
Quebec was an old-timer—Jim 
Becket, of the City Gas & Electric 
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Co., Limited., Three Rivers, Quebec. 

Ontario was ably represented by 
Imperial Oil, Ltd., Petrolane Corp., 
Ltd., National Propane Co., Ltd., and 
several engineering and construction 
companies and appliance and equip- 
ment manufacturers. 

Col. E. L. Mills, of the Bastian- 
Blessing Co., Chicago; Howard D. 
White, executive vice president of 
the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Associa- 
tion, Chicago, and John Knox Smith, 
safety engineer, LPGA, guided and 
assisted the formation and organiza- 
tion of the Canadian District. 

The initial organization meeting 
was also attended by D. MeceWil- 
liams, Dresser Mfg.

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LPGA Plans Five Regional 
Instruction Short Courses 


MONG significant developments 

that took place at the LPGA 
North Central district meeting and 
trade show, at- 
tended by more 
than 525 official 
registrants in 
Chicago April 1- 
2, was the first 
full membership 
meeting of the 
educational com- 
mittee. 

Representatives 
on this commit- 
tee from five of 
the seven dis- 
tricts developed a 
plan to present 
five technical short courses which will 
be conducted in conjunction with uni- 
versities and other educational insti- 
tutions throughout the country. 

Other features of the North Cen- 
tral meeting were talks by several ex- 
perts from both within and without 
the LP-Gas industry, including an ex- 
ceptionally interesting discussion of 
“The Business Outlook” by Arthur 
C. Babson, vice president, Babson’s 
Reports Inc., Wellesley Hills, Mass. 

There were 33 exhibitors on hand 
who had displays in the accompany- 
ing trade show. 

It is the plan of the educational 
committee to have one short course 
located on the West Coast; one in the 
Rocky Mountain area; one in the Mid- 
west; one in the eastern area, prob- 
ably in Pennsylvania, and one in the 
Southeast, probably in Georgia, ac- 
cording to chairman Kenneth R. D. 
Wolfe.

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The short courses will be sponsored 
by the LPGA on a strictly educational 
basis. The schools will be conducted 
at universities on a three-day sched- 
ule, the forenoons of which will be 
devoted to lectures and papers on the 
fundamentals of the various phases 
of the industry. 

Principal themes to be stressed 
throughout the school will be safety 
and service to the consumer. It is 
the committee’s intention to reach 
everyone in the industry, whether or 
not members of the association, par- 
ticular stress being placed upon the 
education of the retail dealer and his 
serviceman. 

It is proposed that these large 
meetings will be held only annually in 
these five districts. The committee be- 
lieves that these meetings will event- 
ually lead to the development of 
smaller educational groups in states 
or districts. 

The instructors for the short 
courses will be drawn from the manu- 
facturers, equipment suppliers, pro- 
ducers, marketers and those technic- 
ally qualified to conduct such educa- 
tional courses. 

It is also proposed that at the end 
of the first year the papers presented 
by these experts be compiled into book 
form. The annual LPGA educational 
proceedings will then be made avail- 
able to all members attending the 
short course. In addition, the book 
may be made available to state asso- 
ciations or independent companies for 
further development of this educa- 
tional work by smaller groups. 

As this program develops, there will 
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be separate committees formed in 
each district to administer the short 
courses. 

The plan will be presented to the 
LPGA board of directors at the June 
meeting in Sacramento. The commit- 
tee hopes to get one or two of these 
schools started during the fall of 1948. 

Industry speakers addressing the 
Chicago meeting were H. Emerson 
Thomas, who discussed the LP-Gas 
supply, and C. R. Crippen, whose sub- 
ject was “Safe Practices in Bottled 
Gas Installations.” 

A marketers’ forum was conducted 
by W. A. Schuette. The balance of 
the program was published in the 
April issue of BUTANE-PROPANE News. 

E. Carl Sorby, chairman of the LP- 
Gas committee for the AGA conven- 
tion in Atlantic City next fall, stated 
that there would be a special indus- 
try program one morning for butane- 
propane operators.
